Well here we are, the good Lord has brought us through another quarter 
and we have to be most thankful for His great mercies which have 
sustained us and which cause us to bless His goodness in our daily 
lives. The past three months have been a mixed time but many lessons 
have been learned. 

Union Chapel, Combe Down, Bath, where Brenda and I are based has a 
lot to be thankful for. The childrens' work continues to grow. The Pastor 
there, Jon Ikin, and his wife, have a great passion for childrens' work. 
The Sunday school continues to need three mini-buses, to collect and 
return the children to their homes, each Sunday. The Monday morning 
toddlers is a place of great outreach to the parents who ask many 
questions as Jon includes a short Gospel message in the meeting. The 
Wednesday after school club, 5-1 1 years olds, has grown and again has 
seen many interesting conversations with both parents and school 
teachers. Friday evening Youth Group holds it own and brings different 
challenges. Although Brenda and I are not involved directly with these 
meetings we do attend the prayer meeting for them. One of the 
question’s regularly asked is “Why are you lot always at the Chapel?” 

For us it is the older members that take up our time. Monday afternoon is 
the Monday Meeting at 2.30, with 16-23 coming most weeks. About half 
the people there do not attend the Chapel and come from a wide area. 



We have a good supply of speakers who come and help us, so it is a 
fresh message each week. I spoke this past Monday, June 26th, from 
Psalm 73. 

The second and forth Friday of each month, we hold the Drop-in, 
informal meeting. On the last one we took 25 people to a Church at 
Chew Magna, to share fellowship with them. Again most of those who 
came with us are not attending Union Chapel on a regular base, with 
about a quarter of them having no Christian faith at all. The next meeting, 
God willing, will be a walk along the Kennet and Avon Canal; stopping of 
for a pick-nick, in the park, at Bradford-on-Avon, were I shall give an 
open-air talk. 

This past Wednesday, 28th, was Lunches-in, a time open to anyone, we 
can cater for 32, and were almost full. The Chapel senior Deacon, spoke 
on “the way to heaven”. This meeting is held on the same Wednesday 
each month. Next Friday, the first of the month, sees us doing “Lunch 
out” at the moment there are around 14 people booked to come to a 
garden centre, with a short Gospel message before we leave, from the 
Pastor.. 

Outside of Chapel, it has been a very mixed time. At the end of May, 
Brenda and I took our two weeks holiday, returning to Ramsgate after a 
four year break. Sadly we found that there was no good solid Gospel 
Church in that large town. Even though we spent ages on the internet 
looking for one, we attended two and were very saddened by how badly 
the Bible was treated. But we had a wonderful hot holiday. On our return 
home Brenda was quite ill for some two weeks and unable to do much at 
all. Thankfully the Lord has overruled and she has recovered. 

On Sunday June the 8th we took seven people out to the chapel at 
Yatton Kendal, Wiltshire, to take the evening service, Brenda was able to 
come. We were made very welcome and had good fellowship. I 
preached from Zachariah ch 3. We were able to lift this small fellowship 
that are going through a very hard time. A few weeks before we went, 
one of the pews broke through a floor board, when they took it up they 
found the whole foundations of the Chapel were flooded. This has meant 
that the whole floor has had to be taken up and new foundation put in. 
But, the Lord has been good, on the Tuesday before we went, seven 



strangers came into the chapel asking what was going on and offering to 
help. What a wonderful witness. 

On two Sunday’s, this last quarter I have had phone calls asking me to 
stand in at short notice, for preachers who have been taken ill. I have 
taken about seven meetings all told. We also had a well attended PWMI 
meeting 

The next quarter is going to be challenging, with meetings already 
booked. At the end of August I shall be taking three days off to attend the 
Protestant Reformation Conference, at Oxford. This will be good, for me, 
as I have been asked to give two, out of four, lectures on the 500th 
Anniversary of the Reformation, in October. The first will be on John Frith 
1503-1533, and the second on Martin Luther. These are to be held at 
Union Chapel on each Thursday during October. 

We are thankful all the prayers that go up for us and hope that the same 
prayers bare fruit in the ministry of FEM, in the coming months.
